The Trials arc as follows. 


N D REM MACK ENSITE was indicted for 
aſſaulting Thomas Tucker, on the 19th of March, 
1730, by running his Herſe againſt him, and 
bruiſing him in ſeveral Parts, of which bruiſes 
he died the November following. 

Mary Snow depoled, that ſhe ſaw Mr. Tucker come to Egham 
Turn; ike, about two Years age to bring a Pint of drink to the 
Man of the Turn ike, IT Illiem Palmer; Mr. Mackenzie came 
by on Horſeback, ſcemingly very much in I iquor, and call'd 
him ſeveral Names, and ſaid he would fivhr him, which Mr. 
Tucker refus'd; that r. Mackenzie ull'd out half a Crown, 
and ſaid he would fight him for it, and then got off his Horſe, 
but got on again, and hit Mr. Tucker with his Whip. Mr. Pal- 
mer, to whom the Half-Crown was deliver'd, deſir'd him to 
take it again, or elſe he would lay he was rc! bull. Mackenzie 
then ſpurr'd rhe Horſe, to ride through the Turnpike, and the 
Horſe ran acainſt Mr. Tucker, who was leaniag over the Rail, 
\moaking his Pipe. 

Being ask'd, whether ſhe minded any particular Part where 
he was bruiied, ſhe an{wer'd, Ne; whether he ever complain- 
ed of his Hurt, the alte anſwer'd, No. 

Mrs. Tuc ber depos'd, that her Husband ſaid that Mackenz*e 
was the Cauſe of his Death; that the Horſe's two Knecs hit 
him on tie Stomach, and that it fell down into his private 
Parts. | 

John Mecrs derus'd, that he was ſent for to the Deccas'd a 
hrtle before his Death, who told him in what Nature Macken- 
zie had us'd him; that he had offer'd to fight him, and had got 
off his Horſe, and held Half a Crown tewards him; that he the 
ſaid Tucker refus'd to ficht him, and gave him good Language; 
that at length Mechnzie hit Mr. Tucker ſeveral Times over the 
Head and Shoulders, u on which, he ask'd Mackenzie why he 
us'd him o unhandicme? to which Mackenzie anſwer'd, that if 
he would not fight him he would make him, and then getting 
ur on his Horſe,s rode againſt Mr. Tucker, rhe Horſe's Knees 
coming. againſt his Breaſt ; that Mr. Tucker ſaid, will you kill 
me ? that then Mackenzie rode againſt him again, and hurt his 
privare Parts; lie then cry'd out, and had like to have fallen 
down, but caught hold cf the Rails, and was led home. 

Mr. Murdock depos'd, that he was ſent for to view the Body 
about eight Days after his Death; that he found no Marks of 
Violence or Injury; that the Body appear'd ſound, and he be- 

liev'd the Deceaſed died a Natural Death. 

Mr. Palmer depos'd, that he was there when Mr. Tucker 
came up to the Turnpike ſmoaking his Pire ; that by and by 
Mr. Machenzie came on Horſeback, and rid through the Turn- 
Sikggþghat he turn'd about, got off of his Horſe, quarrel'd 
with Mr. Tucker, and offered to fight him for half a Crown; 
chat he the {aid Palmer, deſired him to put up his Money again;

bim, he muſt have his Money and 


that Mackenzie rode againſt the ſaid Tucker, bur whether de- 
fig edly or accidentally he could not tell; that Tucker did no 
tumble down afterwards, but went home. me 

Mr. Dormer, and other Surgeons depoſed, that they opened 
the Body (ome Pays after he died; that they found the Scrorum 
not injured ; and that it was as ſound and clear a Carcals as 
ever they ſaw. The Fury acauitted the Priſoner, 

THOMAS HT LL was incicted for viclently affaulri 
ing and robbing M7{licm Gillet of one Silver Watch, and 3408. 
in Silver, about a Quarter after 8, on Sunday Night che 26th 
of September, juſt againſt Nlworth Common. : 

Mr. Gillet depos'd, that the Priſoner came to him at the 
Time and Place abovenfeation'd, and rut a Knife cr a Piſtol, 
he could not tell which, into his ewn Mouth, and put a Piſtol 
to the Breaſt of him the ſaid Mr. Gillet, and told him, Damn 
ings, chat he told him he 
had no Money, but he perſiſting to demand jr, and | unchin 
the Piſtol againſt his Breaſt, he delivered to him his ſilver Watch, 
which the Priſoner, put in his Coat Pocket. Being ask'd, how 
at that Time in the Evening he cou'd fee the Priloner fo plain 
to be able afterwards to remember his Face, he antwer'd, the 
Moon was then riſing, and there were Lights in the Sky that 
gave more Light than the Moon. | 

Mr. Bolton depos'd that the Priſoner brought the ſame Watch 
ro him to fell it, but they not agreeing about the Price made 
no Bargain. 

Feremiab Andrews depoſed, that he was with Mr. Bolton at 
the fame Time the Priſoner ofter'd the Watch to Sale, at an 
Alchouſe, that afrer Mr. Bolten was gone, a Boy came and 
ask'd for him, in order to ask him whether he would vive him 
a Crown more. After that the Priſoner himſelf came, an ſaid 
he had rather pawn it than ſell it, and wanted to borrow ſome 
Money upon it, which a Woman in the Houſe lent him. The 
Fact being plainly prov'd, the Jury found him Guilty. Dec#b. 

FOHN WHALE indicted for ſtealing 150 Pounds of 
Beef; 100 b. of Pork, and ſome Joints of Mutton, the Gcods cf 
Tailor Pettis, and acquitted.

Iſabella Canaday dexcs'd, That her Miſtreſs ſent her to a 
Heule in St. George's Fields, fer 2 Box- Iron and Heaters, and 
that not knowing the Way, the Pritoner. was ſent with her; 
that in returning, he perſuaded her, that to go by the Cow- 
houſe was rhe neweſt Way; that when he got her there, he 
threw her Cown uj cn rhe Ground, that he put his Fingers into 
her, and afterwards his C---- ; that ſhe would have cried our, 
but he fut his Hand before her Mouth; being ask'd how long 
he was in her, ſhe anſwer'd, a Quarter of an Hour, She allo 
depos'd, that when ſhe came Home, ſhe told her Miſtreſs of 
him, bur her Miſtreſs would net believe her, but threaten'd 
ro beat her within an Inch cf her Life if ſhe did nor ſay it was 
her Father-in-Law. 

Mr. Wed, 2 Surgeon, depos'd, That Mrs. Spencer, the 
Girl's Miſtreſs, ſent for him, and told him the Girl was hurt 
in her Private Parts, that he laid her on the Bed and ſearch'd 
her, aud found the Parts very much excoriated bur not pene- 
trared ; that within the Lips the Skin was come to a perfect

Elizabeth Haſwell dezos'd, that about a Fortnight be- 
fore Chriſtmas, between 9 and 10 at Night, ſcmebcdy rung 
at he Door, that a Man (which was H bitworth) ruſh'd in and 
clapp'da Piſtol ro her Breaſt, that ſhe ſcream'd our, and he told 
her if ſhe made any Neœiſe ſhe was a dead Vieman ; chat the 
other two, (Addiſcn, and Hhitlock. ) all three in Vizard-Masks) 
ruſſid into the Kitchen, and that Addiſon clapp'd a Dagger to 
her Miſtreſs's Breaſt, telling her if ſhe ſtir'd ſhe was a dead 
Woman, that Mr. Moore being above Stairs, heard her when 
ſhe {cream d our, and call'd out ro know what was the Matter,

Mr. Moore, and damn him that ſnould betray them, they would 
ſnoot him through the Head; that they returned in a Quarter 
of an hour and laid they had miſs'd their Opportunity.

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Iſaac Sydal. I was Apothecary to Mr. Long /ey's Family. I. 
w him the 27th of Aug uſt laſt, and congratulated him on 
is new Marriage. But as 1 was almiring ſome Hops that lay 
n the Window, he faid they were fine ones, and he would 
ive me a Pound of them, if 1 would cure him of ſome Pains 
je had about him. Lask d if any thing really ail'd him? he 
ald, his Stomach was out of Order, and had lately obſerv d, 
ha: when he ſtraind hard in a Morning, there came ſome 
hlegm ſtreak d with Biood. I told him I would ſend him 
mething; he ſaid he did not chuſe to take auy Medi-ines, 
or he was not bad enough for that. I advisd him to take a 
ittle Rhuvarb ; he ſaid, he did not care it he did take it. 1 
adviſe4 him to take it in ſome Wine that Night, for it would 
not move him till Morning; he choſe rather to take it on Sa- 
turday Morning, bur he did not take it till Sunday Morning. 
I ſaw him cn Saturdry, and he appeared very well. On Sunday 
had been our, and coming Home at 1welve at Noon, I was 
told 1 had been ſent for ro Mr. Longley s in a great Hurry, for 
the Mcilenger ſaid Nir. Longley was dead. I was very much 
ſurprized, and went haftily thither. When I came in, one of 
the Maids, whom I had never feen before, opposd my going 
up Staiis ; but I told her I was ſent for, and went up. When 


I came in the Curtains were all open, and he fare upright in 
the Bed. There were abundance of People in the Chaniber, 
and all in great Confuſion, I felt his Hand, and could ſcarce- 
ly diſtinguith any Fulſe he had. I ſpoke to him, but he could 
not anſwer me; lis Eyes were open, and look d very ghaſt'y ; at 
laſt he ſpoke, and ſaid, Lord, Where have 1bzen: What bave 
you-gium me! and then fell aſlcep; I ſhook him ro make him 
wake, for he was quite ſtupid. I was very much ſurpiize\, 
and there being a Surgcon in the Room, Mr. Berkley, who 
was a little weary, and had fate down, I retired and fate down 
too; Lask him what was his Opinion; he ſaid it was very 
much like a Lethargy ; I ſaid, I fear d he had got ſome Lau- 
danum ; he faid, Huſh, Have you Renſons to ſuſpe8 it? Ifaid, 
Nor from any Circumſtances, cut from the Symptoms that ap- 
pear'd. He caution d me to Silence, and 1 obey d. 
Court. How long was you there? 

Fidal. About a Quarter of an Hour. 

Court. Who was in the Room beſides you and Mr. Berkley? 
Sidal. Several People. I afterwards went to the Bed-ſide, 
and feeling his Hand, found his Pulſe more ſenſible ; he had 
cold Sweats, and his Shirt was wet all over; I ſpoke to him 
again, and he defir'd' ſome Liquor, for he had a Burning in 


ſoner came up Stairs, a Meſſenger having been ſent down to 
tell her her Husband was not dead, bur recover'd ; but I did 
not obſerve ſhe had any particular Converſation with her 
Husband.

I left Directions 
with them, that they ſhould ger him out or Bed, put him on 
a dry Shirt, and ſet him in a Chair, and that, if he call d for 
Liquors, they ſhould give him as much as he would drink. I 
then went Home, diſpatchd my Buſineſs, and return d pre- 


ſently. When I came they had rais d him up; I found him ex- 


ceeding weak, and all his Parts fo relax'd, that he had hard- 
ly the Uſe of his Limbs, and he continued very drowſy. 
Some Sage Tex was made; I gave it him; he had five 
or ſix Pints of Liquor in all, two of which were Ale, 
and retain'd them from the firſt to the laſt, which was 
about Half an Hour; he then ſaid he was ſick, which I was 


very well pleas'd to hear; I defird him to vomit if he could, 


upon which he put his Finger in his Mouth, and vomited about 
the Room; we ſpoke for ſomething to be brought for him to 
vomit in; the Friſoner ſaid, let him vomit where he will; 
which I thought a little odd, for he had vomited ſomething up- 
on my Cloaths; I ubſervd he was going to vomit again;
